several reasons. One of these is the fact that the cause of cancer has not

doubtful about that, the microbe responsible has not been found and isolated, i 
For that,* reason cancer is not subject to medical treatment. There is noI 
known drug which will prevent, control or cure this terrible disease despite i 
the claims of quackery. 

Another difficulty in prosecuting a war on cancer is the fact that its 
presence may be unsuspected by the victim until it is too late for treatment j 
to be effective. As a general rule it is painless in the early and curative! 
stages. For that reason early diagnosis is absolutely imperative, for later, 
the chance of effecting a cure becomes progressively more remote. 

Education Needed 

This means that if the disease is to be brought within control a public 
campaign of education to make the public aware of the symptoms which 
may or may not indicate the presence of cancer before it is too late for 
effective treatment, and of the necessity of seeking medical advice without 
delay at the first suspicion that something is wrong, is essential. 

Arguments have been advanced against the now generally approved 
plan of the medical profession to make the public cancer-conscious on the I 
ground that people are likely to be frightened, but as had' been pointed out I 
by more than one authority, fear has been one of the deterrents against! _ 
early diagnosis. Many have failed to consult their medical advisers until- 
too late because it might mean an operation and they were afraid of an! 
operation. 

You are going to frighten the people to death”, complained one critic 
to the late Lord Moynihan, British cancer expert, at the close of one off 
his lectures on cancer. “I am trying to frighten them into life,” replied Lord 
Moynihan. 'T never heard of anyone dying of fear but thousands who 1 S' 
might have been saved are dying of cancer.” j it

1. A study of 750 patients with cancer of the breast, skin, mouth, rec¬

3. A study completed only recently showed that the average age for 
women who came to the doctor with cancer of the breast, from 1920 to' 
1926, was 54.3 years. A study made in the same hospital on the breast I 
cancer cases arriving from 1930 to 1936 showed an average age of 51.1 years, j 

4. A recent study of the size of the cancers removed at operation 
showed that 71 per cent, were over one inch in diameter, while in the same 
institution five years later, only 66 per cent, were over one inch in diameter. 

5. Another study, recently made, showed that in one hospital the can¬ 
cer patients were arriving with cancers so small that it was necessary to I 
make a biopsy (an excision for microscopic study) in three times as .many 
cases as was necessary 15 years earlier when cancers were larger and the 
diagnosis consequently easier. 

Hope For The Future 

To those who appreciate the dread character of this disease and the 
Ixportance of early diagnosis the foregoing evidence must be very hearten¬ 
ing, for not only does it indicate that already some results from public edu¬ 
cation are being achieved but also that much greater results can be attained 
as the scope of the educational campaign is widened. 

The extent to which results can be achieved, and the rapidity with 
which they can.he achieved, will be determined by the amount of money 
which is made available for the contimlance and extension of the campaign.

VACATION DANGERS 

Withdrawal of protection by school 
safety patrols at the closing of the 
school year this month means that 
children are faced with a period of 
unusual danger from a traffic stand¬ 
point. 

Constant protection of school chil¬ 
dren during most of the year by the 
safety patrols and by specially as¬ 
signed policemen, with the additional 
influence of the daily school safety 
lessons, impresses on youngsters the 
great need for caution at all times in 
crossing traffic lanes. 

Without these daily reminders, 
children are apt to become forgetful 
and to show a greater degree o.f care¬ 
lessness. Vacation time always is 
featured by a number of children 
either playing in the streets or (lash¬ 
ing heedlessly across them on skates, 
scooters or wagons. 

This situation obviously places a 
greater degree of responsibility on 
motorists who should always drive 
with the utmost care, particularly in 
residential sections where large num¬ 
bers of children are likely to be at 
play. 

More important still, however, is the 
added burden placed upon parents to 
watch out for the safety of their own 
children. Every parent would do well 
to give his child periodically the bene¬ 
fit of these instructions: 

1. Confine play to playgrounds, 
yards or sidewalks, for the street is 
a danger one. 

2. Look both ways in crossing a 
thoroughfare and then cross only at 
intersection. 

3. Never use that portion of the 
street used by vehicular traffic when 
on roller skates. 

4. Stay close to the right side of 
the road, as near the curb as possible, 
when riding a bicycle. 

5. Never solicit rides from motor¬ 
ists and when walking on highways 
always face approaching traffic. 


STOP SAYING THEM 

How often newspapers are berated 
for reporting things which interested 
parties think should not he reported. 
The other day in the Presbyterian 
General Assembly at Midland, two 
divines got into an argument and used 
plain language about another denom¬ 
ination. Immediately came requests 
from certain delegates that reporters 
should not mention the incident. 

The clergyman in the chair there¬ 
upon “spoke words of wisdom” as the 
Ottawa Journal put it. “The only way 
to stop regrettable things goings into 
the press is to stop saying them,” he 
told the delegates. 

If you don’t want indiscreet re¬ 
marks, made on the political plat¬ 
form or in council meetings, reported, 
the best way is to stop being indis¬ 
creet.—Lethbridge Herald. 


CHRIST CHURCH NEW RECTOR 

(Fernie Free Press) 

The Rev. Cyril Silva-White (he is 
not half as formal as the name might 
indicate) new rector of Christ Church, 
arrived in the city with his good wife 
on Friday last and held his first service 
on Sunday. 

He was located previously at Mer¬ 
ritt in the diocese of Cariboo and re¬ 
signed there last September to take 
a post-graduate course at Nashotah 
Theological Seminary near Milwaukee. 
He took original theological study 
at the Anglican College and Union 
College at the University of British 
Columbia, graduating from there in 
1935. During that time he was a 
classmate in some non-controversial 
courses of Rev. Mr. Matthews, who 
was at Union College at that time. 
The Anglican and United Church col¬ 
leges have had this exchange feature 
in non-controversial subjects since 
1911. 

While at Merritt he had entire 
charge of the Indian work in the 
Nicola valley, including the Canford 
Reserve, so well known since the 
George brothers murder case. While 
not there at the time of the murder 
of the two police constables (Carr and 
Gisborne/ May 24, 1934, he had spirit¬ 
ual charge of the -three condemned 
men, Aneas, Alec and Richardson 
George, from the time of the trial until 
November 6, 1936,^when Richardson 
and Aneas were hanged. Alec was 
reprieved at the last moment. 

The new preacher and his good wife 
are both natives! of Nanaimo, and 
should have no trouble in establishing 
good relations in the coal town of 
Fernie.

Power From Uranium 

Scientist Conducting Experiments To 
Obtain New Source Of Heat 
Frederick Joliot, co-winner of the 
1935 Nobel prize for chemistry, is 
trying to find a way to make a $2 
pound of -uranium give up as much 
heat or power as iS now obtained 
from burning $10,000 worth of coal. 

Joliot is now working independ¬ 
ently of his wife, Irene Joliot-Curie, 
with whom he was given the 1935 
Nobel award. She is the daughter 
of the famed Pierre and Marie Curie, 
discoverers of radium. 

It has been found that when 
uranium is bombarded by an elec¬ 
trical beam made of neutrons some 
of the uranium atoms split in two. 
The neutron beams are made in vari¬ 
ous ways in laboratories. 

When the uranium atoms split, 
the parts fly away from the metal in 
the form of two high-voltage par¬ 
ticles. If enough of these particles 
can be produced they will form an 
electrical beam which can be used to ] 
operate machines.
